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FOREWORD 


As a result of a conference on examinations held rmdor the auspices 
of the Carnegie Corporation, the Carnegie Foundation, and the Inter- 
national Institute of Teachers College, Columbia University, at East- 
bourne in 1931,^ committees for the investigation of problems relating 
to examinations have been set up in England, Scotland, France, Ger- 
manj' and Switzerland, to which the Carnegie Corporation has offered 
a grant for three years through the International Institute of Teachers 
College, Columbia University, New York. The English Committee 
consists of the following : Sir Slichael Sadler, K.C.S.I. (Chairman), Dr. 
P. B. Ballard, Dr. C. Delisle Burns, Professor Cyril Burt, Sir Philip 
Hartog, K.B.E. (Director), Professor Sir Percy Nunn, Professor C. 
Spearman, P.R.S., and Professor Godfrey H. Thomson (replacing the 
late Professor Graham Wallas, who was an original member of the 
Committee). The address of the English Committee is 1, Plowden 
Buildings, Temple, London, E.C. 4. 

The present Bibliography has been prepared by Mrs. Mary C. 
Champneys under the direction of the imdersigned. It will be seen 
that the main portion of the book consists of a Bibliography of refer- 
ences to books and articles in periodicals pubbshed in Great Britain 
from 1900 to 1932, but, in addition, one of us (M.E.S.) has contributed 
a list of publications bearing on the general history of education which 
have influenced the examination question since 1770 onwards. A very 
small number of books published outside Great Britain, e.g. the Report 
of the Calcutta University Commission, have been included in the 
Bibliography for special reasons. 

In response to a letter sent to the Press in March, 1933, about thirty 
persons interested in the subject kindly volunteered to look through 
the first proofs, with a view to suggestions for corrections and additions ;

tlie publication. 

The mass of material published on the subject is so great that it 
was necessary to Umit the size of the Bibliography, but it is hoped 
that the precautions taken have been sufScient to ensure that few 
publications of any real importance have been overlooked. 

The Bibliography does not include periodicals such a.s Regulations 
and Calendars of examining bodies. The Committee have in prepara- 
tion a list of examining bodies and of c.xaminations to be issued as a 
separate publication, and will gratefully receive communications with 
regard thereto from any public examining bod3’ with whom the^' have 
not alreadj' entered into communication.

EXPLANATORY NOTE 


The entries in the Bibliography are mainly given in the order of what 
is technically known ns an Author-Index, but some further explana- 
tions are necessary. 

In the very numerous cases in which an entry relates to a contri- 
bution to an educational periodical such ns the Journal of Education 
or the Times Educational Supplement or to the proceedings of an 
association such as the British Association for the Advancement of 
Science, or the Assistant Masters’ Association, the main entry is given 
under the relevant periodical or association with a cross-reference imder 
the name of the author. 

For the purpose of cross-references abbreviations are \ised which are 
explained in the List of Abbreviations (pp. xv-xix). In this list titles 
of periodicals are printed in roman and titles of Associations in italic 
tj’pe. The list is drawn up in the alphabetical order of the unabbreviated 
titles of the periodicals and associations dealt with in the Bibliography. 

Apart from author entries there are certain subject-entries {e.g. group- 
tests) with cross-references to the main entries. 

Full details of the periodicals scanned are given on pp. xi-xiu with 
indications of any changes of title, etc. 

In the section ‘Publications bearing on the General History of 
Education ’ the entries are given in chronological and not in alpha- 
betical order.
